London, June 18.— The Tlmea this morn- 
ing announces that Rt. Hon. Mr. Gladstono 
h.ia withdrawn from hia pairing ugroomeub 
with Rt. Hon, Charleo Villiora, member of 
parliament, booauao ho wishes to bo rogard- 
od an having an open mind on tho Welsh 
diaeatabliahrnont bill. In an oditorial com- 
menting on tho abovo, tho Times says : 
' Blow upon blow hag fallon on tho govern- 
ment lately, but nono [u comparablo to this, 
which moans tho withdrawal of Mr. Glad- 
atono'e moral Bupport from Lord Roaoberj 'a 
administration. But ita effact will bo wide- 
spread. The Immediate prostigo of his name 
has enabled the government to weather aome 
dangerona atorme, and it is tho vory founda- 
tion of tho political fubrio of tho preeent 
government. It ia hard y poa8tblo to eBoapo 
tho oonoluaion that he cxtonda hia diaap- 
proval to tho government polioy. It ia be- 
lieved that he wanted a more drastic doal- 
ing with the Armonian question. In any case 
hid act will compel tho disintegration of the 
govornmont and is a portent of diBBolution 
whioh cannot be misconstrued." 

Prince Windiaahgrulz, president of tho 
ministry for AuBtria, has tondorod his re- 
aiguution to Emperor Franoia Joseph. A 
provisional ojlimet la expeoted under tho 
Marquis de Bacquohen, who was minister of 
tho interior for Auatria In tho cabinet that 
has just resigned. 

Consorvatlvo nowspapors comment upon 
tho tight place in whioh tho govornmont is 
finding itself. Tho Timea points to tho fact 
that tho administration waa compelled to 
appoint a Uniouiat, Viacount Hampdon, 
governor of Now South Walea, because tho 
appointment of a Liberal meinbor of parlia- 
ment would have endangered tho defeat of 
the government candidate at tho election to 
chcoBo hia succoaaor. 

It ia poaitively atated that M. Hanotaux's 
recent epeeoh, referring to the Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance, has lod to tho interchange of 
official dispatches between the imporial 
chancellory and Prince Labinoff Roatovaky. 
Tho RuBalan minister for foreign affairs 
oponod the cr.rieapondonco with an intima- 
tion to the effect that no written treaty of 
alliance oxiated between Franco and his 
country. As if to givo moro point to this 
communication, tho Czir has given Btrict 
orders that tho cflioers and men of his 
squadron at Kiel shall not attempt to make 
any demonstration indicating sympathy 
with tho French sailors. 

Tho Ruaaian Ambassador, Baron von 
Mehrenbeim has invoated President Faure 
v.ith tho collar of tho Order cf St. Andrew 
in behalf of the Czar, tho investiture being 
attended with much ceremony. Tho ambas- 
sador said that in bestowing the order upon 
the prosldont), the Czar wished it to bo re- 
garded as a mark of hia high friendship and 
SB a froah plodgo of hia eateom for Franco. 

All manner of Btorlee are oirculated about 
tho priacn life of Oscar Wilde. He la per- 
fectly sound in mind and body. At first he 
Buffered acutely. Whllo Taylor took his 
aentcnoo aa coolly as an old hand, Wilde waB 
terribly caat down, and wsb In a state of 
semi-collapBO prior to his transfer to Penton- 
villo. Thore ho rapidly recovered, and ia, 
to all appearances, reconciled to his fate. 
HIb conduct la gcod ; ho gives little trouble, 
and abideB by tho ruice, which becomo leea 
Irksome in consequence. 

Professor Huxloy, who has been in 111 
health for aomo time past, Buffered a relapse 
last weok and is now in a critieal condition 
owing In a complication of diseases. 

Tho King and C^uoon of Denmark and 
children of tho royal family visitod Rt. 
Hon. W. E. and Mrs. Gladetone on board 
tho stoamship Tantallon Castle. Their 
Majesties h:>d lunch, on on board too steam- 
ship. Mr. Gladstone sat bosido tho Quoen 
and Mra. Gladatono sat beaido tho King. 
Mr. Gladstono toaBted tho royal family of 
Denmark, and King Christian toasted Mr. 
Gladstono. 



THE FARE CASE.

WINNIPEG, Juno 18. — (Spooial) — Thero 
havo boon no now local developments in re- 
Bpeot to tho capturo of fugitive Farr, but 
hia sonsational case continues largoly to en- 
gage public attention.

London, June 18.— Mr. Thomas G. 
Bowles, representing Lynn Regis, moved 
that tho sealing regulation bill bo referred to 
a Boloot committee, in order that tho latter 
might examino tho agroomont with Russia 
and ascertain whether or not it la the aamo 
as that of 1893. Tho committee, ho addod, 
should alao examino tho Canadian objec- 
tions. He assorted that an incomplete in- 
vestigation was made in tho caao on tho 
Amerioan aide of tho Pacific, and expreased 
tho opinion that the samo ahould not bo 
dono upon the preaent occaoion. 

Several Conservativea supported tho mo- 
tion. 

Sir Richard E. Wobstor, membor for the 
Islo of Wight and formerly Attorney-Gon- 
oral, who waB mudo K.C.M.G. for hia con- 
nection with tho Behring Sea arbitratlou, 
said that whilo he disagreed with tho mo- 
tion that tho bill bo referred to aaoleob com- 
mlttoo, he thought tho govornmont ought 
to givo as muoh information oa posiblo to 
tho Iioubo beforo the bill went into ordinary 
committee, and promised to allow full dis- 
cussion on tho measure, for, bo continued, 
though Russia never advanced auoh ex- 
travagant claime aa the Americana, still the 
houso was entitled to know tho rual position 
of affairs. It waB his impression that 
Russia only claims to seize vessels within 
tho three mile limit. The government 
ought also to say what was proooeding be- 
tween Groat Britain and the United States. 
There was so much analogy botwoon tho two 
questiona that tho two papers ought to bo 
producod. Ho was certain that there was a 
strong feeling in Canada that hor interests 
wore inadequately watohed at preaent. 

Tho chancellor of the exchequer, Sir Wil- 
liam Verncn Harcourt, promlBed to consider 
whother or not further papers oould be sub 
mittod, and whether the governmont oould 
allow a full dlaouaaion of tho bill. 

Mr. Bowloa then withdrew Lie motion 
thab tho bill bo referred to a select commit- 
tee for examination.

— Brltiah Columbia had 
a field day in tho Sonate on Senator Mao- 
donald's motion respecting cabinet repre- 
sentation. A lively spat took place between 
Sir Mackenzie Bowoll and Hon. T. R. Mc- 
Innes. The Premier said he hoped the day 
waa not tar distant when mon would bo ap- 
pointed to cabinot poaitiona in Canada for 
merit only, and nob booause they represent- 
ed ony section of the country, oroed or 
nationality. 

Tho British Columbia members Introduced 
to Hon. Mr. Foator a representative of tho 
KaneaB City Smolting Co., who urgod that a 
small bounty be paid on treatod ore. If lb 
bo granted hia company will proceod to oroot 
a amoltor at P.evelatoko or tho hoad of Arrow 
lake. 

Tho government 1ms m»do arrangements 
for refrigerator cira from Ontario and Que- 
bec for tho ahipment of butter to England 
during the eummer months. 

i'no Mounted Polioo report presented to- 
day aaya that liquor la being smuggled into 
tho Territories by way of British Columbia. 

Sum Hughos presented a memorial to 
amend the confederation act placthg edu- 
cation aololy within tho power of tho pro- 
vinces after wiping out Boparato Bchonls. A 
caucus of French-Canadian Couaervativea 
waa hold to-night to dlBcuso the school ques- 
tion. Strong pressure la being brought to 
boar on tho governmont to introduco a re- 
medial law thia seBsion.

THE HENDBRSHOTT TRAGEDY. 

Execution of the Murderers— Confession Said 
to Have Been Made to Their 
Spiritual AilvlBer. 

St. Thomas, Juno 18. — (Special) — John 
Hondorshotb and William David Woltor 
woro hanged in tho j.iil yard at St. Tbomaa 
at 8:10 this morning. Both men walked to 
tho gallowa with u firm stop, tho prisoner 
Hondorshotb praying " O 1 Lord havo moroy 
on mo." At tho eight of tho dangling ropoB 
Uondorahotb faltered and had to bo sup- 
ported whilo tho nooBO waa being adjustod, 
bub Woltor novor fllnohed. Both men 
shook handa with tho hangman juab beforo 
tho drop foil. Death was Inatantaneous, 
thoir necks being broken. Neithor prisoner 
made a oonfeBBion or protested hia Innocence, 
but a oonfoaoion ia aald to havo boon mado 
to thoir apiritual advisor, Mr. Spenoer.

Men, Women and Children Driven 
Into Graves at the Bayonet's 
Point. 



Boston, Juno 18.— A further description 
of the Sasaoun massacre haa been made by 
refugees. Tbo atory has been taken in do- 
tail and forwarded for publication through- 
out the civilized world. It comeo from Bit- 
lie, in the mountain region of Eastern Tur- 
key, and may lis relied upon. CorreBpond- 
onco from tho Ualvorig region (at. Hotinka 
village of Borne thirty-fivo houses), aaya : 

We wore eloven souls in our house, three 
wero killed by aoldiera. My hus- 
band, Boghas, was ahob through 
the hoad, his brother Martin they 
killed, with two bayonet woundB on tho head 
and ton on iho body. Aftnr thua mangling 
tbo body they huog it from a tree exposed 
to the sun and to bo food for birds. Kb ui- 
adali Khurdagha pleaded with the soldiers, 
falling ab their feet, so we womon and chil- 
dren for the most part wero allowed co 
escape, though othor nomadic Kurds from 
tho south plundered tho village, stripping 
ua of our olothing, burning the houaos, etc 
At Aghpig, near the villagu, ono Moro waa 
burned in his house. Turro's small children 
woro hacked to pieces by tho aoldiera, and a 
woman's hoad found and rcoognizod." 

Shammoho, a woman of tho above village, 
aays : " Thero were twenty-four in the 
houso and two killed. My eon, Apkar, 
aevonteen yeara old, and my littlo daughtor 
wore killed. My father is Chalo, of Goligu- 
z»n, and from that houso were killed Sahag, 
Mardo, Migro, SurkiB, Donch and Chozir." 
Tho womon'a teatimony alao oonfirmB that of 
othera aa to how an Agliguzan woman, Hap 
by name, hor own uunt, led on her four aona 
to the defonoe, oalling out : " Come on, my 
aona, lam ready to Baorifico you for the race. " 
In the end she waa killed. "I alao," Baya 
tho witness, " saw another, Hapzoh by 
name, a native of Dalvorig, ripped up by 
Iho soldiorB, the ohild put on her breast and 
the two bayonotted after that." Prieab 
Hohannea of Sommal and Priest Bedaao of 
Goliguzin were her unolea, aud she, like 
tho others, aaya : " The eyes of Priest 
Bedaao were dug out and forty bayonet 
wounds iDfliotod. Priest Hohannes, one 
of the forty who wero driven by 
bayonet into the ditch by tho aoldiera, asked 
for a few minutes to pray, and was told thab 
If ho would nob change hia faith ho would bo 
killed. ' I can't,' he Bald, ' but my people' 
(many of them were drawn up before him) 
aro free to do as they like.' As they, too, 
refused to change thoir faith they were 
bayonotted into the long ditch, a grave 
whioh they had been forced to dig, The 
aoldiers took out Der Hohannes' eye, seized 
hia hands and compelled him to dance. 
Not only was ho deprived of bis beard, the 
insignia' of his prieetly office, but the cruel 
aroatures took along with the razor aomo of 
tho skin and flesh as well. Having 
pierced hia throat, they forcod him 
to drink hiB own blood when it flowed from 
the ghaatly out. Hia head waa kicked thia 
way and that aB a football, and human floe h, 
taken from some of his mangled peoplo, wus 
put into his mouth. He, too, was pitched 
Into the ditoh with moro than two Bcoro 
men, who had the promise of safety if they 
would coaso resistance and aurronder."

Hor companion, Mairam, tolls how her hna- 
band Ghazira waB alao pitched into the 
ditch, and a two year old littlo boy waa 
burnod in tho houao. They both toll how 
in Goliguzin, a four-yoar-old boy waa aaori- 
ficed on a firo mado for tho purpose by the 
Boldiors. Mairam saw from her hiding 
placo tho soldiers hang from a tree and flay 
alivo ono Harton, Muneco'a son, 
and thero ho wua left: hanging, 
hia groanB being heard for days, a 
prey to rapacious birds and tho scorobiug 
sun. Both of them toll how " bravo 
Vartau " waa killed, being pursuod by nine 
soldiers, who mangled him, scraping tho 
■•kin and fleah from his fuco, thrusting tho 
flesh from hia own person Into hia mouth. 
Mouai Krikoro, 20 yeara of ago, saw his 
father Yobbo and his brothora BoghoaaB, 
Harton, Surko and Muiaug, with his littlo 
sister Yeovan, klled. Hia aunt Goorreh, 
while servinn as a transport, carrying am- 
munition on her back, was run through with 
a bayonet from tho rear. Kh&ao saw the 
eoldiorn rip up Elhar, rf Sommal, remove 
her unborn child, put it on hor broaat and 
bayonet them togother. Tho abovo la only 
a portion of tho etories told by tho refugees. 
The others differ only in details.

CUBA'S REVOLUTION, 

The Movement Increasing In Importance— Con- 
templated Conference Between Op- 
poBliifi Parties. 

Havana, Juno IS. — The Autc -jomiat pol- 
itical party of Matanzaa haa been diasolved 
to expres» the change of opinion and approv- 
al of tho revolution. The Autonomist party 
in Havana is likely to follow suit. The 
principal officers and most influential mem- 
bers cannot agreo. Tho majority acknow- 
ledge the increasing importance of the re- 
volution, and tho number who favor free 
Cuba constantly grows. From the interior 
of the island come reports ahowing that the 
members of the Autonomist party are aban- 
doning it one by one. Tho newspaper El 
Pais, the organ of the Autonomist party and 
about the only papor road by the Cubj.no, 
has published of late such strong articles 
agalnat tho revolution and in [avor of Span- 
iah aovoreignty that more than 1,500 persons 
have stopped taking it. Tho subscription 
list continues to shrink every day. 

The commission which, on ita own ac- 
count, ia taking stops to bring about a con- 
ference botweon representatives of tho prom- 
inent residents of Puerto Principo and 
Maximo Gotiuz, desire that Rafael Mon- 
tora, Autonomist leador, ahall prosido. They 
expect that the result of tho conferonoe will 
be tho restoration of peace in Cuba. 

The whole piovince of Matanzas, which 
adjoins the province of Havana, ia on the 
verge of rising in armB againat the govern- 
ment. Tho first uprising took place there, 
but tho inBurgonth' planB in that section 
wore fruatrated. Tho sympathizers with 
tho revolution have oarefully been laying 
plana and waiting for a favorablo opportu- 
nity to atriko 

Tho regulation rllle (Mauser) uaod by tho 
government is too complicated for tho Span- 
ish soldiorB, and mishaps are constantly oc 
curring. It is boing roplacod by tho Rom 
ington. 

Tho buainosa mon were called to moot at 
tho produoo exchange to raiao money to 
carry on tho war. The reprosontativos of 
tho larger houses were preBsnt. The sub- 
scriptions amounted to §100,000. 

The Santiago mine owners have notified 
the government that they will have to sua 
pond work if not allowod troops enough to 
protect them, for they aro ofton raided by 
the rebels, who tako all their proviaiGne. 
Tho goTornmont has givon an ovaaivo 
answer. Tho closing of tho minoa would 
aond many mon into the inaurgent ranks.

Nb-h- York, Juno 18.— Tho fourth trial of 
tho suit of William R. Laidlaw i^alnat Ruo- 
sol Sago for $50,000 ended to-day, whon the 
jury brought in a verdict for tho plaintiff 
for §40,000.

The auit waa for 
damages alleged to have been sustained by 
Laidlaw on account of Sage using him an a 
ahiBld against dynamiter Noroross's bomb.

Strong Denial by the Prisoner of the 
Charges Laid Against 
Him. 



Indications That the Developments 
Will Prove to Bo of Excep- 
tional Interest. 



Vanooovkr, June IS.— (Special )— F-irr, 
who wont east with Sergeant Haywood yes- 
terday, asked the Colonist corespondent, 
before the train moved out, to any that he 
had nob confessed his guilt aa waa rumored, 
and that he doolared hlu Innocence of the 
Crimea of which he was ahurf»ed. He said 
his relationa with MiaB Robinsou were quite 
propor. Ho was sleeping in hia engine when 
his houeo was fired. He thought ho heard 
an alarm and askod where the tire was, and 
added that it might be his house. He said 
ho broke jail on aciount of the astounding 
statements made by people who bore fake 
witroBS as to hia character. Mrs. Furr, 
Farr's wife, who h in Vancouver, believes 
her husband innocont. 

Sergeant Haywood haB boon for some 
timo on Farr's track, and reoontly received 
a warrant for his arrest signed by the magis- 
trate at Winnipeg. Several times Farr was 
located, but with marvellous forenigbt, 
amounting almost to intuition, ho flitted 
from placo to pluco just in time to evade 
the police. The arrest wus made on beard 
the Bteamer Warrimoo outward bound and 
eho was lu Itavo lefr in four hours. At two 
o'clock on Sunday morning Haywood 
stepped on board of the steamer, looked 
first ut Farr'd photograph which he carried 
with hiin and Uion at 1 1 and viaaged man 
croueiiog in tho corner 01 the cabin who 
had signed himself on tho Btoamer liataa A. 
J. JakeB. Thin man waa not much liko the 
photograph, ho looked ton years older ; ho 
was haggard, hia faoo waB lined and ho had 
a haunted look in his eyes ; but Haywood 
waa pretty Buro uf his man and took the 
chances of placing him uador arrest. When 
arrested, Farr's manner changed ; ho bo- 
came cool and dignified, and assured Hay- 
wood it waa a case of miatukon Identity. 
Haywood aaid he would run the risk. 

When on hia way to tho police atation tho 
priaonor first denied tho chargea againot 
him, Baying that ho waa keeping out of tho 
way becauao tho evidence waa so etrong 
against him. Ho afterwards, however, 
according to the statements of tho police, 
though warned that what he Baid might bo 
used as evidence against him, practically 
cunfeBsed his guilt. He Brat denied having 
any more to do with tho woman in the oaso 
than supply her with money. Ho after- 
wards niado a confession, which tho police 
will not disclose, but it ia aaid they will 
materially help out the Crown. On being 
asked how he ovaded tho police ao long and 
so Buocoasfully ha aaid ho had friends on tho 
railroad. On being askod whoro he got tho 
$50 bill found between the leaves of a testa- 
ment ho again mude an ambiguous reply. 
He Baid he had been in the pro- 
vince nearly a mouth, travelling 
about beating hia way, " but," ho 
added, " the railroad men did not ask mo 
for any money." He waB in Nanalmo for 
awhile and was In hiding bo:wcen Hastings 
and Vancouver for two woeka. Since loav- 
iog Winnipeg ho had been going under the 
name W. Edington and had a number of 
visiting cards printed in that way. Ho 
waB bound for Hawaii whon arreated to join 
a Biator. In the priaonor'a poaaeaaion was a 
telegram, whioh read as follows : 

" Winnipeg, Juno C. 
•' To W. Edington, Hastings, B.C. 

" If you want to boo your fathor alive como 
on tho first train and brink' Jenny with you.

VICTORIA FIKE DEPARTMENT. 

Majority aud Minority Reports Iteirardlng a 
Change In the Membership of 
the Brigade. 

Tho following roports of tho firo wardens, 
laid over from Monday nlght'a meeting, will 
likely oomo boforo the city council thia 
afternoon. 

A report algned by a mujority of tho 
fire wardona, Aid. VYilaon and Bragg, aot 
forth : That tho action of tho Chief Engin- 
eer in suspending John McNeill bo endorsed 
and thut J. McNeill be notified thab hia aor- 
vicna aro no longer required. 

Thab the action of tho Chief bo also en- 
dorsed in tho appointment of Thoe. Hodgea 
as tiilerman. That the attention of the 
water consumer's bo drawn to tho Chief'a 
suggot*. ion recommending all wator taps to 
bo shut off during firos. 

That a hoao reel with '250 foot of hoao bo 
placed at Jubileo hospital on condition of its 
being properly houatd and protected and 
left ao aa to bo accessible at all timea 
whan required by the tiro department, and 
that tho managers of the hospital bo notified 
to tho abovo effect. 

The committeo reportod that certain 
building woro destroyed by tho firo depart- 
ment at tho suggestion of tho eauitary 
oflicor. 

A minority roporb by Aid. Partridge waa 
read : 

I, your firo warden, having conaidered tho 
undermentioned subjects, beg to report that 
Aid. Bragg and myaelf addroBHod a com- 
munication to Chief DuuBy, asking for in- 
formation aa regards certain changes in his 
department. A mooting wua called by the 
chairman and we found that on March 1 
hoaeman Doaey, at $60 a month, was grant- 
od loave of absence and named aa his Bubati- 
tute Mr. D. McDonald, and on Juno 10, 
three montha afterwarda, reportod tho 8a.no 
to our chairman and no notice was taken of 
it, which ia contrary to council procedure 
by law 1894, section 102 paragraph C, and 
section 20 paragraph D. Again, tho Chiif 
suspended driver John McNeil for 
neglect of duty and roportod tho 
same to chairman Aid. WilBon ; 
horo again tho by law is not complied with, 
neither had we uny other proof than the 
chief's word that tho accuaed did not want 
an investigation. The advancement of T. 
Hodgep, I think that all of you will agree 
with me that long service should t.ot be 
overlooked but oncouraged, and I am glad 
to see an old and faithful servant pla„.'d in 
that poaition, and I truat that the same line 
will be followed in future. I contend that 
tho head of a department havo tho right to 
suspend, but further than that, procedure 
by law, 1894, sec. 102, must govern ; and 
further, I am of opinion that should ho who 
ia granted loavo of absenco do not roporb 
after a reasonablo timo be must onter the 
public service as provided in sec. (50 proce- 
dure by-law 1894. 

I hope that tho majority of tho council 
will uphold the proooduro by-law, 1894, In 
regard to all appointments of its permanent 
officials and in the fire department, where 
life and property are at stako. 

Any applicant recommended by tho Chief 
should and will recoivo at my hand that con- 
idoration whiah is due to one of his experi- 
ence and advico in appointing the same aB 
members of the fire department.

As an 
excuse for their recommendation they aasort 
that in tho ropori of tho engineer in charge 
tho sum sbated in tho tonder favored'is the 
lowest for which tho work can bo aatiefac 
torily comploted. Yob in tho minority re- 
port I notioe that Mr. Haggerty's bid satis- 
tioa in every roapoct tho conditions demand- 
ed, and as he haa put up a certified cheque 
for $3,500 aa a guurantee of hia ability to 
carry out tho contract it Bcoma to mo that 
thia and tho 25 por cent. retained 
by the olty must bo amplo oecurity 
for his aatiufaotorlly doing the work. 
Aa the contractor making tho tender iB satis- 
fied of his ability to make a fair profit at 
the figures submitted, and aa, moreover, hia 
tonder ia almost identical with tho eatlmato 
of coat made In tho first placo by tho 
engineer in charge, it seems bo mo that our 
oivic rulors aro playing with edged tools in 
virtually refuaing to notico tho lowest ton- 
dor. I understand that tho enginoer in fix- 
ing the coBb a" 500,000 did not allow a 
margin for c . iraotors' profits Well, eo 
much tho he ter. Should not tho city for 
onco bo congratulated upon gottlng their 
work done aa near cost prico as possible ?

AN IDEAL CORPORATION. 

A good deal has boon said and written of 
Into about tho way in which tho tttLtlra of 
the olty of Glasgow are managed. The Cor 
poration havo recoived a larcjo measure of 
praise for what they have done and what 
thoy have attempted And it is evident that 
thoy, deserve it all. The rulers of tho city of 
Glasgow set before themselves a high ideal, 
and they havo worked steadily, intelligently 
and courageously to roach it. They havo 
boon business men and they have U6ed buBi- 
nasa methods. Tho municipal policy of 
Glasgow for tho lust fifty years, as expressed 
by tho present Lord Provost, Mr. JameB 
Bell, " is in brief to attempt to make tho 
lifo of tho citi/.jns a3 healthy and as happy 
as possible. The Corporation rocognizo 
three duties as being laid upon thorn : To 
fulfil their trust by economical administra- 
tion of the city's finances ; to improve tho 
public health, both physical and moral ; 
and to give brightness and tho possibility of 
happlnoss to oivio lifo." 

The maohinory of the Government of tho 
cify is not unuDuully complicated. It is in 
form old-fashioned. The secret of its strength 
and effectiveness lies in tho spirit with 
whioh those composing tho corporation have 
i»oue about doing their work, and the intel- 
ligoncn which they have brought to bear 
upon it. They have, too, been thoroughly 
honest and single-mindod. Tho good of tho 
city has been thoir aole aim, and It is truly 
wonderful what they have done, and how 
little comparatively their groat Improvo- 
monta and numerous philanthropic enter- 
prlseB have cost. 

Forty years ago Glasgow received its sap- 
ply of water from the Clyde. It wbb by no 
means liberal, ib was impure, and it was 
dear. It was deolded to get the water from 
Ljch Katrine, thirty-five miles distant. 
This was at tho time regarded as a wild and 
an extravagant entorpriso. Tho result was 
that tho city was plentifully supplied with 
the purest water in tho world at less than 
half tho old prioo. There io only one town 
in the three kingdoms that gets its water at 
a cheaper rato than Glasgow, and that is 
Dublin. 

Tho Corporation rnixl undertook to sup- 
ply tho olty with gas. This it did. Tho 
consequence is that the city gete hotter and 
ohoupor gaa. Measures have been taken to 
clear tho city of its water and gas debts in u 
comparatively ahort time. Sinking funds 
aro ono of tho ohicf features of tho financial 
policy of tho city. 

Tho tramways of Glasgow were worked 
by a private company, which in time bocamo 
offensively independent and unploaaant.ly 
unaccommodating. Tho corporation, at tho 
oxpiration of tho Company's loaso, under- 
took tho tramway sorvlco, and from tho vory 
Grab a decided improvement was vieiblc. 
Tho publlo was bettor accommodated and 
tho faros woro greatly lowored. Although 
tho displaced company ran opposition lineB 
of omnibuascs tho city 'a tramways p-iid ex- 
penses and had a balunao on tho right sido 
of the ehaob at the ond of tho first aix 
moutha. Tho sorvioo has alnco boon consid- 
erably onlargod and improved and the faros 
a f dll further lowored. 

Tho caro which tho Corporation of Glas- 
gow t:>he of tho health of tho oitizona is 
mo.it commendable. Their sanitary corps is 
active and eiTecllvo. Thero aro a numbar of 
lady inspectors who are very acceptable to 
tho pooplo and who do their work well. The 
drainage io of ouur:-o properly looked after 
and tho Btroota aro kopt clean. There waB a 
City Improvement Trust whioh was part of 
tho Corporation. Its objtct was " to lot air, 
light, and if posalblo a little sunshine, into 
tbo dismal oloscB and courta of tho city, 
where not fowor than aovonty-fivo thousand 
human bolngs woro crowdod togothor amid 
surroundings that had baoomo moral and 
phyairal * plague-spots,' a danger and a dls- 
gruoo to oivlllzitlon." During the twonty- 
eighb yoarB of its oxiatonoo tbo TruBt upent 
neurly ?10,000 : 000 in tho purchase of insan- 



itary proporty and in building. New Btreeta 
were oponed and a large numbar of dwell- 
ings wore oreoted, which wore let 
to workingmon at low rentB. The Cor- 
poration havo recoived durbg tho last ten 
yoarB a roturu of five por oont. on thoir 
outlay, and as they borrowed money at 3J 
per cunt, and less, tho entorpriso, besides 
boiog moat bouefioul to the city, haa boen 
profitable. Lodging houses woro built for 
homeless men, and the corporation aro now 
engaged in building % Family Homo which 
is to do for widows »ud widowers with ohil- 
drou what tho lodging houses havo dono for 
nlnglo mou. 

Spaoo will ro'j pormlt ua to do moro than 
oatulogue what tho Corporation of Glasgow 
havo done for its citizens. BoEidos giving 
thorn a plentiful supply of water and gaa at 
cho'ip rates and providing an excellent tram- 
way sorvioe and tho other usual civio sor- 
vioeB, they have accommodated thorn with 
museums, parka, a good art gillcry, n froo 
library, play-grounds for tho children, hos- 
pitals, waeh-houseB, public baths. They 
havo ulso dono much to purify the water of 
tho Clyde, and have utilized tho sewage of 
tho oity. 

The work has boon douo without any fuss, 
and, oa far aa wo oan learn, without bicker- 
ing. Tho members of tho Corporation of 
Glasgow evidently do not know what bood- 
ling means. Thero havo, wo find, been vory 
fow oratora among them. The City Council 
mootB to work and not to spoeohify. All 
the ImprovemoutB have boen mado and tho 
ordinary sorvicoo of tho city havo boen 
maintulnod at u low oost and without run- 
ning tho city hopelessly in debt. Tho rate 
for 1894-5 on rental of £10 and upwards is 
2s. 8jd., and on rental under £10 a little 
moro than 2s. l.}d. This Is considerably less 
than the taxation of 1871 75. Th.. debt of 
tho city is roughly ostimated ^at eight mil- 
lions sterling, und her asaots at ton and a 
half millions, leaving after such a number 
of great and expensive Improvements havo 
boon made two and a half millions to the 
good. This is a moBt cheering showing for 
the advocates of municipal improvement 
everywhere. But it must be remembered 
that to achieve Glasgow rosulta tho work 
must bo dono in tho Glasgow apirit and by 
the Glaagow methods. 



BALANCING. 



The Grits may bo expected now to tako a 
stand on tho Manitoba school question. 
They have boen waiting a long time to boo 
what turn matters are going to take, and 
now tho indioationa aro that, true to their in- 
stincts, they are going to bo " agin the Gov- 
ernment " whother tho Government is right 
or wrong. Howevor thoy are very cautious 
aa yet. The organ hero says that the Gov- 
ernment has mado a mistake, for no other rea- 
son that la apparent thau that the organ of 
the party in Winnipeg makes tho same as- 
sertion. Thoae who have tried to under- 
stand tho question havo aome to tho conclu- 
sion that if tho Dominion Govornmont has 
mado a mistake tho Judioial Committee of 
the Privy Council has also blun- 
dered. For the Government havo 
tikon tho course which tho Hon. Edward 
Blake some time ago eaid was tho right ono 
to pursue in suoh cases. They have fol- 
lowed tho law and tho constitution asoloeoly 
as it waa possible, and they huvo acted in 
tho way t h kt the highest, and preaumably 
tho best, intorprettra of tho law in tho 
whole Empire pointed out. The question 
of the construction to bo put upon tho terms 
of Confederation ia oloarly ono for lawyorB 
to decide. Tho law authoritiea have do 
oided, and the Govornmont have done 
nothing moro and nothing loss than to act 
In Btriot acoordanoo with their decision. 
Thero is nothing oithor in tho reply made by 
the Manitoba Government to the remedial 
order or in the articlos In tho Grit nows 
papora to show that tho decision of the 
Judicial Committoo of tho Privy Council 
were mistaken oithor in their interpreta- 
tion of the law or in thoir decision on tho 
oquitlos of the case. 



A CANADIAN JINGO. 

The St. Thomas, Ont., Timoa has boon 
bragging about what Groat Britain haa boon 
doing on this Pacific Coast in tho way of 
for; ifying and garrisoning " tho groab fort- 
rea-i of Eequimalt." It also expatiates on 
the deioucuiuBGooso of the Sound porta and 
San Franeleeo, and speaks of tho oaeo with 
whioh " a lirltish lieot could destroy every 
town and city on Pugot Sound, destroy tho 
raiiroad Bystem there and occupy all tho 
outlota from that Northwestern country." 
This is the most foolish kind of boasting. If 
tho Times writer wore horo ho would not 
fee! inclined to brag about "tho greatfortreas 
of Esquimalt" or to twit our neighbors across 
tho line on tho oaso with which an onemy 
could tako thoir ports and destroy thoir 
railroads. Until very lately Esquimalt was 
in the position in which tho American cities 
on tho Sound are described to bo, und evon 
now if tho di fences in courao of construction 
aro sufficient to protect our own ports wo 
will feol vory thaukful. British Columbians 
havo no deposition to crow over thoir 
neighbors, and indeed uo reason to do so. 
Thoy aro, in fact, well ploaBed to aoo that 
preparations aro being mado to fortify San 
Franoiaco und other oltios of the American 
H-jaboa.rd, We aro sorry to soe n Canadian 
nowapaper imitating the aonBoIesa bounao of 
tho tail-twisting journals of tho United Stutos, 
Tho last thing that oithor the AmfTloiaa or 
tho British should think about or talk about 
Is fighting oo.ch othor. It is beat for thorn 
both to bo frionda, and wo aro convinced 
that it is in tho interest of freedom and of 
humanity that thoy ahould havo no other 
rivalry hotwoon them than that of progroaa 
and enlightenment. 

^Yo aro ploasud to soo that tho Portland 
Orogonian comments on tho jingo utterance 
of tho St. Thomas Tlmoa moderately and 
sonBibly. It aoemB to think that United 
Statea seaboard cities will not bo muoh 
longer in thoir present defonceloaa condition. 



Ib says: "One thing is cortaiD, that 
the history of tho p&Bt yoar's war and inter- 
national episodes have oreatod an intense 
desiro on tho part of tho American pooplo 
for army, navy and fortification work com- 
mensurate with our wealth and import- 
ant as a nation. Energotio w ork on thla 
lino will be ono of tho moat popular things 
the present or tho u',xt administration can 
do, ond it is hkoly tho present session of 
oongresa will b) found to reflect euch a 
sntimont to a great degree." 

CHKAP PRODUCTION. 

The Port Hops Guide, which la u Lib- 
eral popnr, publishes a lottor from a Cana- 
dian in England, of whioh the following ia a 
pasoago : 

With our friend, tho parBou, wo callod at 
Borne of tho cottages in the village of Sun- 
don, and saw the women at work plaiting 
the Btraw and making hate. Tho pricos 
paid are astonishingly small — a penny for o 
score of yarria of plaiting und a halfpenny 
h for making hots boing tho present 
pricoB — making it difficult for a woman to 
earn moro than uinepence a day. This un- 
fortunate atato of affairo ia caused by foreign 
competition — principally from Japan, the 
result cf Eoglond's freo trade polioy. Eight- 
eenth a day, or SI 08 per week, is the 
rate of wagea in this industry. Will free 
trade make you rich ? 

This, according to some far-eooing pooplo, 
ia only tho beginning of this evil of oompoti- 
tion with extromoly cheap labor. It is bo- 
lioved that Japan and perhaps China aro 
bound to become groat manufacturing coun- 
tries. Tho quickness with which tho Japan- 
ose and tho Chinese learn now trados, and 
the closeness with which they imitate the 
products ct European and American factor- 
ies, aro regarded with wonder by thoso who 
havo had opportunities of obaorvation. The 
raw materials of many manufacturea are 
plentiful und cheap in Chinu and Japtin. 
Whon these ohoap raw materials come to bo 
mado by ridioulously cheap Eastern labor 
into goods which it requires an export to 
distinguish from those manufactured In Eng- 
land and tbo United States, then tho Euro- 
pean and American manufacturers will hove 
to look out. D ia believed that oven British 
freo trado will not then be ablo to stand tho 
strain that will ba put upon lb.

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A MODERN NAVAL BATTLE. 

The Spectacle Is a Grand One and tho Ei- 
perienoe Thrilling. 

A layman bus nu conception of tho 
awful nature of battle in modern naval 
vessels. Even tho cruisers have steel 
sides, and the air of tho inclosed spaces 
is very confined, Tho din made by the 
impact of a heavy projectile against 
these metal sides is awful beyond de- 
scription. I wore cotton in my ears, but 
in spite of that, am still deaf from that 
Causo. The engineers in tho Chen- Yuen 
stuck to their work even when tho tem- 
perature cif the engine room was above 
200 degrees P. Tho skin of 'heir hands 
and arms was actually roasted off, and 
every man was blinded for life, the sight 
being actually seared out. 

Late in tho action, after my hair had 
been burned off and my eyes so impaired 
by injected blood that I could only see 
out of one of them, and then only by 
lifting tho lid with my fingers, I was 
desirous of seeing how the enemy was 
delivering his tire. As I groped my way 
around the protected deck a hundred 
pound shell pierced tho armor about 18 
incites in front of my hand. In a second 
my hand touching tho steed was so 
burned that part of the skin was left 
upon the armor. That shows how in- 
tense is the heat engendered by tho im- 
pact of a shot and how rapidly tho steel 
conducts that heat. 

Ono shell struck an open gun shield 
of the Chen-Yuen curly in the action, 
and glancing thence passed through the 
open port. Seven gunners were killed 
and 15 wounded by that shot. Early in 
the fight the maxim gun in our foretop 
was silenced. Tho holes pierced by a 
shell could be seen from the deck. Aft- 
er tho tight we found tho officer and men 
on duty there all dead and frightfully 
mangled That ono shell had wrought 
the havoc. 

The detonations of the heavy cannon 
and the impact of hostile projectiles 
produce concussions that actually rend 
tho clothing off. Tlio Chinese soldiers 
deserve all credit for their courage and 
obedience in that action. No duty was 
too difficult or dangerous. When tho 
Chen- Yuen's forecastle was ablazo from 
Jap shells, I ordered several officers to 
cross the shell swept place to fight tho 
fire. They shirked that duty, but when 
I called upon the men to volunteor to 
follow mo tiiey did it promptly, and the 
ship was saved. It was while on this 
duty that a shell passing between my 
legs threw mo aloft and let me down 
upon the deck with such violence that I 
became unconscious and was out of the 
fight. All of tho officers, however, were 
not cowards. On my ship were several 
who had been educated in this country, 
and they wero as bravo and devoted as 
moil conld be. Others, however, wero in 
tho safest placo they could find amid- 
ships. — Captain MoUiflin in Mail and 
Express. 

lucamloscont Lamp Cleaner. 

Many people blame tho central sta- 
tion for the poor light from their incan- 
descent lamps, when tho fault is really 
their own. They allow their lamps to bo 
dirty. It has been shown that one day's 
accumulation of dust iiu incandescent 
bulbs cuts off o per cent of the light, so 
the result of a few days' neglect can 
easily be guessed. As a means of remov- 
ing to a great extent the frequent com- 
plaints of poorness of light a central 
station recommends the use of a lamp 
cleaner which greatly facilitates tho 
process of dusting the bulbs. To a :! foot 
handle is attached a strong wire frame- 
work, which carries a number of felt 
mittens. By forcing I ho frame ovor each 
lamp and giving the handle a few turns 
tho dust on the glass is removed, leav- 
ing the bulb as clean us when it left the 
faotory. Each cleaner is provided with 
a set of rubber friction pads that will, 
when suitably placed on the mitt Jus, 
remove and replaco burned out lai aps. 
Tho handle can bo extended so :fs to 
roach lamps at any distance. This do- 
vico niiLkes tho cleaning of lamps a very 
quick and oasy task. — St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 

Ilc^rct That Came Too Lato. 
Tho London Musical Herald tells a 
queer story about Jack Wilson's tomb 
in the Little Cloisters at Westminster 
abbey. Wilson was Shakespeare's tenor. 
Ho was probably tho first to sing "Sigh 
No More, Ladies," and he died at the 
age of 7s, in lii?:!. The inscription on 
his tomb at tho abbey was much oblit- 
erated, and under the direction of an 
antiquary a man was employed to recut 
the letters. The antiquary stood looking 
ovor him. so that ho should make no 
mistake, and to make tho time go plc-as- 
antly he expatiated at great length to 
the workman upon tho grandeur and 
merits of the deceased. Tho man even- 
tually stopped his work, and looking up 
at the antiquary said, "I wish, sir, we 
had known that ho was such a swoll bo- 
fore wo run that thoro drain pipe 
through him. ' '

MB. COHEN IS DEAD. 

He Passes Away Without Recovering Con- 
sciousness— An Inquest to Bo 
Held To-Day. 

Jameo A. Cohen died at half-past two yes- 
terday morning without reoovering oon- 
tciousnoss. Cona' quently the real causo of 
his death ia still a mystery which will only 
he disclosed by an autopsy. Tho coroner. 
Dr. Haaell, has ordered an inquest to bo 
held to day at 2 o'clock at tho uity hill. 

Fro.n what con bo learuod it eeema that 
Mr. Cohen waa not feeling well on Satur 
day, but oumo down for tho purpose of see 
ing tho Foreatora' procosBiou, he with other 
mombera of his family belonging to tho order. 
Later in tho day, towards tivo o'clock, he 
went into Shotholt's drug store on 
Johnson ^street and askod Mr. Chad wick 
to give him eomo laudunum, bunding over 
an empty bottle that had already been uaed 
for holding that drui;. Mr. Chadwick waa 
about to comply, aa the law permits u chert 
1st to give laudanum to a peraon well known 
to tho dnprnsor, on signature of the custc 
or being recorded in a book kept for the 
purpose. On observing Mr. Gohon more 
c osoly Mr. Chadwick saw ho looked pecu- 
liar, and asked what tho drug waa wanted 
for. Mr. Cohen replied that he had trouble 
with hia stomach. Mr. Chadwick, how- 
over, concluded that something was wrong 
with Mr. Cohen and refused to supply him. 
Mr. Cohen then wont away and just out- 
sido tho door mot Mr. Shotbolo and ropoat- 
ed the request made to Mr. Chadwick. Mr. 
Shotbolt, for tho aamo roason aa Mr. Chad- 
wick, retustd to give any laudanum to Mr. 
Cohen, but offered u doso of chlorodyn in- 
atoad if Mr. Cohen wore In pain. This was 
refused, and Mr. Cohen wont away. He 
waa next Been in Mr. Bowes' drug ctore. 
Mr. Howes waa busy, howover, with other 
customers at the time, and apparently 
thinking be would havo to wait too long 
Mr. Cohen went away without uaking for 
anything. Apparently ho was successful in 
getting tho drug olao iviiere, for ho was well 
known, and ub another druggist said yester- 
day : 

" Wo havo a perfect right to Bell any 
quantity of laudanum to ony perBon whom 
wo know well and who signs our book. The 
prohibition of the sale of other poisons to 
persona without a doctor's cartilicato does 
not upply to laudanum," 

, I ust »vh»t tho cause of death la cannot be 
learntd until tho iuquest ; in the moantime 
of course the plij sicians who attended tho 
unforiunato man prefer to express no opin- 
ion. One of Mr. Cohen's peraonal friends 
said yeaterday that for aomo littlo while Mr. 
Cohen had if anything boon in better spirits 
than for a long lime. He had epokon cf his 
bu3inesB proapoota, and seemed to think the 
future most encouraging. 

A native of Holland, James A. Cohon was 
a man of considerable learning and ability. 
He had maatored Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
Frenoh, German and English, and gave a 
great deal of time to questions of political 
economy, and especially of late years to 
single tax, of which ho was an ardent dis- 
ciple. After working in Scotland and Eng- 
land ho finally came to thia country and 
atarted a printing business In Viotoria. He 
was a brother-in-law of tho Messrs. Salmon 
of this city, and leaves a wifo and three 
children. Ho was a membor of tho Fores- 
tars and other Becret organ;/. Uions, and bis 
funeral will llkoly be conduoted by them.

THE BALTIC CANAL. 

Arrangements for the Opening of 
Gerniuny's Great National 
Uudertakiiig. 



History of the Enterprisa— Its Cairn 
city and What It Is to 
Accomplish. 



KlEL, Juno IS — All tho preparations aro 
Complete for the formal oponlng of the 
great Baltic-North Sea canal by tho Em- 
peror of Cormany, who will opon tho cere- 
mony by passing in through the canal in tho 
Imperial yacht, thus breaking tho frail 
thread strotchod acroas tho entrance. Kiel 
harbor is a splendid eight, with the vast 
array of battle ships, cruisers and 
Bmallcr war craft, bodeekod with bunting 
and flying the Hags of all civilized nationB. 
Many viaits of ceremony aro in ordor, and 
tho constant booming of salutes is heard. 
Tho hospitality of tho Gorman oUicora iB in- 
exhauatlble,' and the constant succession of 
foreign arrivals necessitates ono reception 
aftor another. 

Tho Duko of York arrived at Hamburg at 
eight thiB evening and was met by Genoral 
Lord WoUeloy, Lord Cnartes Beresford and 
others. It is doubtful If tho Empress of 
Germany will attond tho fotea owing to an 
attack of neurulgia. Tho death of tho wifo 
of the chief burgomaster of Hamburg also 
tends to cast a gloom over tho fetes and will 
prevent many from participating who would 
otherwise take part. Hamburg is tilled with 
tourists and visitors of ull degrees, and 
tho capacity of tho hotels und lodging houses 
is being testeel to tho utmoat. Somo extra- 
ordinary prices aro being paid to Bocure com- 
fortable accommodation. Tho Jung Fern- 
stieg, the principal promenade of tho city, 
Is crowded, and the great hotels along this 
street are brilliant with illuminations und 
decorations. Tho groat Alster basin, 
In which many of the exercises 
are to take place, and in which 
an island has beon laid out to re- 
present tho Gorman Emperor's favorito 
Island In Norway, Is on viow from tho 
promenade and from tho hotels. Tho ban- 
quet by Emperor William is to be given on 
thiB ialand to-morrow, and tho elaborate 
firoworks whioh have been put on board tho 
several men of-war for this occasion aro also 
to be displayed hero. 

Tho waterway opened by tho canal has beon 
navigable for smaller vessels for over ono 
hundred yeara 



ia bo groat that but for the Jock 
tho depth of water in tho canal would 
vary from 10 to 27j feet. Tho lock 
at ltturiBbutteu will therefore have to bo 
kept closed moat tf the time. Tho two 
looks are the largest in tho world, with tho 
exception of that at Bremen Haven, near 
tho river Weisor's mouth. Ekoh consists of 
two chambers parallel and continuous. Eioh 
chamber haa an available length of <I2 feet 
and a width of 32 feet. Sinco the Norlh 
German Lloyd's largest trans Atlantic 
steamora aro only 463 feet long and 52 foet 
wido, and tho largest ironclads in tho pre- 
sent Gorman navy are ,'!80 foot long and 64 
feet wide, It will be soon thut the lock capa- 
oity Is amply Bufliclent for tho largest craft 
whioh will be callod to pass through tho 
canal, while several atoamora and sailing 
Bhips cf ordinary sizo can readily pasa to- 
gether. Tho impo.tanoo of tho now canal 
from ovory point of view oun hardly 
be over-oatimated. Gorman men of war 
can paas from ono Eea to tho other without 
sailing through foreign waters, und it will 
now bo possible to quickly concentrate the 
entire G»rman navy upon the E»Bt or West 
ooast. To merchant marine tho now chan- 
nel will bo of hardly less importanco ; the 
saving in time and distance will bo very 
considerable. For ships plying l)9tween the 
lialtio and points south of Hull, the now 
course will bo 9.38 mil™ shorter than tho old 
one. Bremen shipa will aavo 322 miles, and 
Hamburg 424, but a still greator gain will 
bo made in respect to safety for paeBongors 
botwoon Jutland, the northernmost part of 
Denmark, and the Scandinavian peninsula, 
which waB heretoforo tho only available une 
for vessels in tho Baltic trade, and is 
counted on as tho moat dungeroua in Europe, 
more than 200 craft being annually lost upon 
its troacheroua coast.

Even for years 
the project languished on account of tho 
opposition of tho military authorities of tho 
empire. In 1SS6 the venerable Emperor 
William, Prince Bismarck and Goucral von 
Moltke ouch guve adherence to it and 
shortly thereafter tho bill for the canal's 
conatructlon waa paaBcd by the roichstag. 
On June 3, 1887, the work waa formally in- 
augurated by the present Emperor's grand- 
father, and to day, Juno 18, 1805, witnesses 
itB practical completion. The canal Btrotohes 
acrosB the Prusoian province of Holatoin, 
and along almost itB entire courao tho soil is 
favorable to canal building, although in 
some places it has been found difficult to 
make a good bed btcauBO of tho boggy and 
marshy ground, but nowhero havo tho 
building of canala encountered such abnor- 
mal formations and land and rocks or 
auch rushing torronta as confronted those 
who undertook the Panama canal or such 
treacherous sundo as had to bo overcomo by 
Count de Lessopa In excavating tho Suez 
oanal. At no plaoo la tho soil more than 80 
feet abovo sea level, and therefore it has not 
been nocosBary to construct looks at any 
point except at each ond, and tho three 
locka form a very important and costly fea- 
ture of tho Baltic canal. The construction 
has been necessary bocauso of the differences 
botweon tho tldo levels of tho two connected 
seas.

Celebration of the Hundred and Fiftieth An- 
niversary of the- Capture of the Fortress. 

LOUISUURU, C. B, Juno 18— Howland 
Poll, chairman of tho eeno/ul committee, 
presided at tho dodicatory exercises at tho 
dedication of tho monument at .Louis! 11 'g 
yosterday, and after stating tho object pf 
tho gathering, which wus to commemorate 
tho 150th anniversary of tho capturo of tho 
fort by Now England troops, culled upon 
Rev. Dr, Slater, of Burlington, Iowa, 
to offer prayer.
